Not alone is there 
on every hand grandeur of scenery with ex- 
quisite colouring of moorland, Jake, mountain 
and glen, but these are everywhere to arouse 
the interest relics of a civilisation going back 
thousands of years, and. an innate hospitality 
in the people steeped in the traditions of the 

ast, and to whom every stranger “is an 

onoured guest. 

But above all else Connaught, is the Mecca 
of the sportsman. Its thousand lakes and 
rivers téem with fish, and set in the lap of 
the mountains .where peace .and beauty reign 
the angler’ is safe from intrusion. w 


GALWAY. 
Galway—the ancient City of the Tribes—is 
the natural gateway to. this: fair province. 
The visitor arriving here for the first time is 
at once impressed with the difference between 
the capital of the West and other ‘towns. 


Beautifully situated.on Galway Bay it has an | 


old world atmosphere, and on every side are 
striking evidences of its past glories. It. was 
a flourishing city in the twelfth century, 
amongst its settlers being the families of the 
Burkes, Bodkins, Brownes, D’Arcys, Joyces 
and Lynches—to mention a few, who carefully 
guarded themselves from the native Irish. 
There was an old edict that ‘neither O nor 
Mac shall strutte ne swaggere thro’ the streets 
of Galway.” The 0’ Flaherties disregarded this 
decree and the townsmen invoked. Divine aid 
in the form of a prayer inscribed over the 
West Gate of the town as: “ Fram the furious 

O’Flaherties, Oh Lord; deliver us.” 

There are many buildings of interest in the 
city, particularily Jynch’s Mansion, from 
which, story has it, James Lynch Fitastephen, 
Mayor of Galway, hanged his own son from 
one of the windows, failing to get an execu- 
tioner. 

There are stiil extant some of the Spanish 
houses erected in those days when alway 
carried on a great trade with Spain. 

Modern’ buildings inclide the University 
College, one of. the-constituent colleges of the 
National University. 

The Claddagh, or Irishtown, where reside 
the fishermen of Galway, should be visited by 
every tourist. i 

One of the greatest sights is to be seen 
from the bridge crossing the Corrib, where 
may be seen thousands of salmon packed 
closely together, Jike armies on parade, wait- 
ing for the flood to enalile them to pass the 
weir and reach Lough Corrib and their 
Spawning grounds, 

‘From -Galway one. reaches by steamer the 
Arran. Islands, whose inhabitants almost en- 
t-1ely speak the Irish language and preserve 
the.traditicns-, of ‘ ancient Ireland. The 
islands «onfaih wonderfsily interestinz ruins. 
including the great fort, ‘‘Dun Aengus,” as. 
serted to be one of the most -magnificent 
barbaric monuments of ‘its kind-.in. Europe. 

Within. walking distance of the City of 
Galway there is Salthill, which has built up 
a great: reputation. im . vetent’ years as, a 
health and seaside resort.’ Its. fine pro- 
menade commands a gloriéus view of the 
bay and the lovely Ballyvaughan Hills. There 
is a fine golf course at Salthill. 

Galway is a great centre for boating, and 
river and Jake trips are always easy to ar- 
range. Nothing is pleasanter than a trip to 
Lough Corrib, with its many islands and 
ruins. The hunting man will find ‘‘gding’’ 
to his heart’s content over the stone walls of 
the county. bais ; 

CONNEMARE. 

'The tour ee excellence from Galway is 
that throngh Connemara, that country. beloved 
of -painters and poets,» Travelling either by 
rail or road, the jourffey carries one through 
country indescribably beautiful. The road 1s 
excellent for motoring, and one passes 
en route Oughterard, a notable centre for fish- 
ing, with lovely waterfalls, on to Recess and 
Ballinahinch, through a -glorious stretch of

the great towering mountains, prominent 
among which are the Twelve Pins, described 
as the most extraordinary assemblage of 
mountains: in. Europe. . Recess is an ideal 
centre for the tourist, as it marks the junc- 
tion for South. Connemara, In this latter por- 
tion -of. the county Carna makes a strong 
appeal, not only because of the delightful ac- 
commodation to be had here, but for the inex- 
haustible opportunity it offers to anglers. 
Passing. Westward from Recess, one comes to 
Ballinahinch, where, in the. most 
delightful surroundings, is se. Bal- 
linahinch Castle, which, for some 
years past, has been the summer residence of 
the Maharajah of Nawanagar, formerly 
Prince Ranjitsinhji, the famous cricketer.. In 
the district from Recess. to Ballinahinch is 
found: that. extraordinary stone known as 
Connemara marble. Beyond Ballinahinch the 
country retains its wild grandeur on. to 
Clifden, the capital. of Connemara, . where, 
with. ample hotel accommodation,.the tourist 
has around him everything that nature in 
her most generous mood can offer to regale 
his palate. There are withip easy motoring 
reach such beautiful spots as Kylemore Lake 
and: Castle, Letterfrack, Renvyle and Killary 
Harbour. A superb drive is that along the 
coast to’ Salruck and Lough Fee, returning 
by Kylemore Pass. 

Those who indulge a vigorous holiday by 
mountain climbing will find plenty here to 
keep them occupied. Leenane, at the head 
of Killary Harbour, is ideally situated. for 
excursion trips to delightful beauty spots in 
Connemara and Mayo. There is a motor 
coach route winding round the head of Kil- 
lary, up the beautiful Erriff Valley, and on 
to Westport. It is in spots an amazingly 
wild and beautiful route, and at the end of 
it all, and over all, towers the lofty Croagh- 
patrick, St. Patrick’s Reek, to the summit 
of which thousands of pilgrims annually 
make the ascent. Then there is Delphi, that 
beauty spot. sight of which alone. is worth 
travelling te the Far West to behold. The 
country around Westport offers cherms in 

lenty, and there is infinite variety to be 
ound in Clew Bay. 

The railway and road run through Newport 
to Mallaranny and Achill, which coniprise 
one of the finest touring districts in Ireland. 
At Mallaranny nature shows herself in all 
the splendour of rugged beauty. The climate 
is surprisingly mild, and there are fine fish- 
ing, safe bathing, and a good golf course. 

Achill, which is the rail terminus, is an 
entrancing holiday haunt. 

The north-west tract of Mayo is accessible 
only to the motorist, but it contains many 
delightful haunts. 


sLico. —. 

Adjoining County Mayo is the County 
Sligo, which is fast developing as a play- 
ground for holiday-makers. 

The town of ‘Sligo itself is situated ideally 
on the River Garavogue, with imposing hills 
guarding it on all sides. It makes the 
centre of a district rich in scenery and in 
historic associations. 

The river which connects the town with 
Lough Gill .flows. between luxuriously 
wooded hills, and past green lawns, and 
when it opens on the lake it is a sheer db- 
light. The monuments of [Ireland's past 
glories are very plentiful. The gigantic 
cairn on the top of Knocknarea commands 
the whole countryside, and is a worthy rest- 
ing place of the famous Queen Maeve. 
Archaeologists will find at Carrowmore re- 
mains of the early bronze age of outstand- 
ing importance. Within easy reach of the 
town is. beautiful Lough, Gill, styled ‘‘ the 
Killarney of the West,” set in the midst of 
richly wooded hills, and containing a num- 
ber of lovely. islands, one of which, Innis- 
free, inspired W. B. Yeats to write his well- 
known poem, “ The Lake Isle of Innisfree,” 
whilst another inspired him to write “ The 
Fiddler of Doonev,” which Miss Milligan 
has so charmingly set -to music, , Further 
inland is dromahair. and the romantic 
country of Breffni O’Rourke, whose tragic 
love affair played such an important .part in 
Ireland’s history. 

On the north-west side of the town of 
Sligo are Strandhil!l and Rosses’ Point, both 
of which are ideal seaside resorts, par- 


} ticularly Rosses’ Point, with its chamnion- 


ship golf course, Innismurray Island, 


opposite the Point, is worth a visit. 

Apart from its scenic and historic interest, 
the whole district is famous for its fishing. 
A remarkable thing is the salmon fishing, 
the fish being in season all the year round, 
a fact that naturalists have been unable to 
account for. 

LEITRIM OF THE LAKES. 

From Sligo the tourist may direct his way 
either to Donegal or through Leitrim of the 
Lakes. Carrick-on-Shannon makes a _ very 
convenient centre for the latter county, 
and a pleasant time can be spent visiting 
the beauties of Lough Allen, Lough Melvin, 
and other lakes. Unlike thevother counties 
of the province, Roscommon, except for 
Lough Ree, is almost devoid of lakes. It is 
a county of open bogland and pasture, but 
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heather. © Buncrana and _ Portsalon are 
favourite resorts, and further west is Rosa- 
penna, with its well-known hotel, and fine 
golf links, which rival the championship 
course at Portsalon. Rathmullen, further 
south on Lough Swilly, is also a popular re- 
sort. 

Save by motor, the country would be most 
inaccessible, were it not for ‘the narrow 
gauge railway from Derry, which winds 
through a wonderful country of mountain, 
lake and glen to Creelough, and, incidentally, 
through the finest fishing country in the 
north, 


LAKES OF DONEGAL. 

The Rock of Doon, the picturesque pass 
of Barnesbeg and the valley of the Lackagh 
offer unforgettable scenery. Many famous 
lakes of Donegal are in this area. 

But all Donegal’s attractions are not on 
the sea coast. In the north-western portion 
are Muckish and Errigal, the two highest 
hills in the county—-Errigal, a great lovely 
cone of white quartzite, stands out 
in startling contrast to. the heathery 
moorlands around. Off the coast here lies 
Tory Island, famous for its association with 
St. Columba, and still containing the remains 
of two ancient churches. 

For such a wild and wind-swept place, 
there. is a considerable population, with 
numerous fine boats. 

Between Bloody Foreland and Donegal Bay 
isa wild mountainous area, embracing lonely 
Glencolumbkille, with the great precipice of 
Glen Head at the northern side. urther 
south is Slieve League, which towers In a 
great precipice over the sea. 

Glenties .offers good accommodation to 
anglers; and on Donegal Bay are Killybegs, 
Mountcharles, and Donegal town, all ideally 
situated for exploring this wonderful district.

The north-eastern area of the country offers 
attractions in no way inferior to those which 
are found in the rest of the country, and a 
splendid service supplied by the Great 
Northern Railway is at the convenience of 
the visitor. 

Belfast, the capital of the Six Counties, 
the home of ship buildin 
industry, is the natural stepping-off place 
to see the province. To the south lies the 
beautiful County Down, with such up-to-date 
watering places as Bangor, Newcastle, and 
Warrenpoint to chasm the visitor; and in 
the southern end of the county the well- 
known Mountains of Mourne rolling down to 
the sea. 

North of Belfast is County Antrim, with 
its mystic glens and hills, and lovely towns 
and seaside places. The coast road by Larne, 
Glenarm, past lovely Cushendall, on by Bally- 
castle to Portrush and the Giants’ Causeway, 
is one of beauty unsurpassed. 


HISTORIC DERRY.

confine its attention to ascertaining the pro 
bable effects of de-rating of agricultural land 
and farm buildings in the Irish Free State. 


PROVISION FROM TAXATION, 

* The first fact to be considered, although it 
did not: seem to have: been. mer: 
accepted as obvious, wag that the .£2,050,000. 
to be found for the relief of rates on agricul- 
tural land and farm buildings must berpro- 
vided by taxation. They should not. be 
misled by assertions that the money could 
be found by retaining the land annuities, or 
by economies in administration. Even if the 
land annuities were retained, or the neces- 
sary savings were made, they would still 
be paying for de-rating by taxation, because 
taxes would remain which would otherwise 
be remitted. If the Government were able 
to economise to the extent of £2,050,000, it 
was .by no means certain that the rain 
tion of the money to de-rating would the 
best way. to assist the agricultural com- 
munity. It was most probable that the appli- 
cation of this £2,050,000 to the reduction of 
existing taxation would, be of more benefit 
than de-rating to the farmers—at any .rate, ' 
to the small farmers who form the bulk of 
ethe agricultural community. 

Dealing with what this taxation means, he 
said that theoretically it amounted to lds. 94., 
per head of the population. But im practice 
it would bé more than that, If they rg “rn 
the figures given by Mr. Blythe in’ his 1929 
Budget speech, ,000 could be raised . by 
an additional ls. on the income tax and the 
remaining £1,550,000 would bé found by in- 
direct taxation on commodities in general 
use. £1,550.000 represents indirect taxation 
of 10s: 6d. per head. But’ the cost 
to the consumer of a Customs or tain 
duty of 10s. 6d. placed on any article would 
amount to.at least 15s., so that the necessary 
taxation would is. on the income tax and 
15s, per head of the population in indirect 
taxation. That might be expressed as 18s. 4d, 
per head of the population, but te preferred 
to speak of it as ls. on the income tax and 
15s. per head, because they were dealing with 
the agricultural community, and the majority 
of the farmers paid no income tax on their 
fiems. That did not mean,15s. per taxpayer, 
but 15s. for every man, woman and child. 
so that the burden on a man with a wife and 
three children would be £3 15s. per annum 
with a ls. on his income tax. 


THE NATIONAL ASPECT. 
The second fact that the Executive Council 
ascertained was that the majority of the 
farmers in the Irish Free State lived on farms 


Although there are many min the ob in 


of less than thirty -acres, and that a twenty 
acre farm might be taken as the average or 
typical small farm. Now the rates on a 
twenty acre farm in the Irish Free State 
rarely exceeded £5. In some counties it 
was under £2. 

They could not believe that from £2 to £3 
in the hands of the small farmer could pos- 
sibly increase production or employment. 
They had then the national aspect of de- 
rating :—Taxation of £2,050,000 without an 
increase of production or employment suffi- 
cient to compensate for that taxation. 

The individual small farmer can not hope 
for any benefit from de-rating, and would be 
benefited more if any money available was 
applied to the reduction of taxation instead 
of to de-rating. An investigation into the 
effects of de-rating on the different districts 
showed that the more prosperous counties 
would gain at the expense. of the poor 
counties. 

‘‘If de-rating were brought into force, the 
agricultural land in each county would be 
relieved of thé rates. But in order to pay

LOCAL GOVERNMED 
Dealing with the question .of local govern- 
ment, he said; After experiencing the manage- 
ment of local affairs by Commissioners, public 
opinion in the cities has turned towards the 
appointment. of city managers,. Cork has 
already a city manager. blin will have 
one in the near future, and efforts ‘are being 
mwade.in Limreick to bring about the appoint- 
nient of a manager for that city. 
. It ig interésting ‘to note that the Irish 
Farmers’; Upiow advocate that the present 
system of local administration be abolished 
and be replated by a scheme similar in its 
main principles to that in operation in Cork 
City and outlined in the Local Government 
(Dublin) Bill. ‘The Minister for Local Govern- 
ment . has. atiniou that a comprehensive 
measure dealing with, local government will 
be introduced in the autumn. In the interval 
I would suggest that the Chambers give full 
consideration to this. question, and ascertain 
to what extent the present form of local 
control. so mecessafy in some services, can 
be sacrificed in the. interests of efficiency. 
In conclusion, he said: At present it seems 
ssible that there may be changes in the 
“scal policy of Great Britain, the market for 
our agricultural produce. These changes will 
merit the close attention of the people of 
this country. Ultimately decisions may have 
to be made which will need the greatest con- 
sideration, lest the country grasp at the 
shadow instead of the substance. 
He moved the adoption of the report. 
VALUE OF COMBINED EFFORT. 
Mr, J. C. M. Eason, seconding, said that 
the report was full of sound, solid work done 
on behalf of the community. It showed that 
there was really something to be done by a 
combined effort for the business community 
in the Free State. The action that the 
Chambers had taken in connection with de- 
rating was one of the most important things 
that they had done so far. They were 
accustomed to pessimistic views. He had 
been sometimes accused of taking too opti- 
mistic views, and he would like to draw 
attention to the fact that the Irish Free State 
was one of the countries that could boast 
in the last few years that it had increased 
its export and import trade.: (Hear, hear.) 
With falling prices over the last five years, 
they had something like an eight per cent. 
increase in the total volume of their turn- 
| over, and that was a clear and practical 
evidence that they were making some head- 
way. 


THE ENGLISH MARKET. 

This country was dependent on the English 
market to a very great extent, and the 
prosverity of that meighboufing country 
vitally affected them. Even ff trade in 
England was bad the English consumer could 
still take a larger share of produce from the 
Free State, and a slight increase or a trans- 
ference of his buying from, say New Zea- 
land or Denmark, to this country would 
mean a great deal to the Free State trade. 
The fact that business was difficult at the 
other side, and that tradg was not improving, 
“tid not mean there were. not large oppor- 
tunities for this country to obtain a greater 
trade there. 

Mr. R. W. Sinnott (Cork Chamber of Com- 
merce), supporting the report, said that the 
Free State supplied a very small quantity 
of produce to England. From his knowledge 
of transport it was now much superior to 
what it had been some few years ago. Live 
stock, produce, such as bacon and eggs, was 
much better handled, and the result was a 
‘ik ed demand for it 

elieved there was a great future for their 
produce in Great Britain. 

EMPIRE FREE TRADE. 

Mr. J. Mulcahy (Clonmel Chamber) said 
that more interest was taken in de-rating in 
the country than in the city, naturally, and 
the farmers were anxious for it. It took a 
great deal to convince them, but now most 
of them agreed that it was not feasible. On the 
question of Empire free trade, he would 
remind them that their eyes were turned 
abroad too much, They were inclined some- 
what to ignore the home market. It should 
be remembered that the average consumption 
of Irish agricultural produce in Ireland was 
£10 per head, as compared: with 13s. 6d. in 
Great Britain. A home market of that pro- 
portion deserved careful consideration, and 
in every country he had visited in Europe he 
found that the policy of cultivating the home 
market received the first consideration of the 
Government. 

Mr. A, Cowdy (Drogheda Chamber) said 
that the difficulty about de-rating was the 
impossibility of securing that the benefit of 
de-rating would be obtained by those who 
were intended to receive it. He thought that 
the question of de-rating industries as well 
as land had not been fully éxamined in this 
country. It was an aspect of the problem 
that deserved careful consideration: He 
welcomed Mr. Mulcahy’s remarks about the 
home market. The figures for the imports oí 
foodstuffs which could be produced in this 
country were alarming. The imports of bacon 
showed that there was a tremendous field for 
development in the Irish trade if it was to 
secure the whole of the home market, The 
maize imports also suggested the benefits 
that could be derived by substituting Irish 
barley for foreign maize as feeding stuffs. 

The report was adopted. 


IMPERIAL PREFERENCE. 

Mr. 8. D. Budd (Dublin Chamber), who 
represented the Free State Chambers of Com- 
mercs at the meeting of the British Empire 
Federation of wr Se of Commerce, held 
in London, giving a résume of the proceed- 
ings, said that the question which occupied 
most time was that of Imperial Preference. 
The delegates from Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa and other parts, spoke 
strongly in favour of it, These opinions were 
not based on sentimental grounds, but on the 
‘grounds that they believed it would be for 
the benefit both of Great Britain and 
of the Dominions and the Colonies. 
They had not the slightest hésita- 
tion in favouring Imperial Preference, but 
there was this, too, he said, that they could 
not come into it unless Great Britain put a 
tariff on their competitors. As to whether 
this was a volcanic. action .and the. stuff 
thrown up would dry as soon as if had been 
put forth, or whether it was to be established 
on. firm ground, on which the superstructure 
was to be erected, which would be effective 
and strong. was a question he should leave to 
others to answer. :

Greater Dublin. 


The Greater Dublin Bill completed 
tek final stage yesterday, and now may be 
: | regarded as the lawoftheland. There has 


| been so much discussion over detail that 


many of those who will be affected directly 
by the new bill seem to have the vaguest 
ideas concerning its general provisions. 
Briefly, the Greater Dublin Bill changes 
the whole area and administration of the 
Irish capital. The area of the city proper 
is enlarged by the inclusion of the formerly 
independent: townships of © Pembroke, 
Rathmines and Rathgar, together with 
certain portions of the county which are 
known as “ added rural areas.” This 
“ Greater Dublin ’’ will be governed in a 
novel way. There will be a City Council 
_of thirty-five members, one of whom will 
be Lord Mayor, and a paid City Manager; 
of the type that already has been ap- 
pointed in Cork, wifo will act as chief 
executive officer. Thirty members of the 
Council will be elected. by the local govern- 
ment electors, but the remaining five will 
"be chosen on a special register, and will be 
known as ‘‘ Commercial Members.”’ 
idea of this special quintette is to give 
direct representation to commercial and 
industrial interests, which in the days of 
the Dublin Corporation were swamped in 
the spate of party politics. We print in 
another column the qualifications that will 
be necessary for inclusion on the special 
register, and we advise our readers to 
study them carefully, as the first election 


‘| will be held in September. 


Another novel feature of the scheme is 
the creation of the Borough of Dun 
‘Laoghaire. -This borough will comprise 
the four coastal townships of Blackrock. 
} Dun Laoghaire, Dalkey and Killiney. It 
will be administered by a council of 
fifteen, and also will have a paid manager, 
but in this case there will he no com- 


mercial register. In addition to these two 


| bodies, there will be a reconstituted County 


Council. The Rural District Councils 
of North and South Dublin, Balrothery, 
Celbridge and Rathdown will disappear, 
and a Board of Health will be established 
to act as fural sanitary authority for the 
entire county. On the whole, the new bill 
is conservative in its provisions. While it 
does not go so far as many people 
would have wished, it certainly will 
simplify the administration. Since 
1924, when tlre Dublin Corporation 
was abolished, the been 
administered very efficiently by three 
commissioners, whose work, for men who 
had little previous experience, has been 
remarkably good. We agree with the 
Government, however, that the time has 
come for the restoration of more democratic 
methods, The City Manager will look 
after all the details of administration, and 
the Council. will ‘strike rates, raise loans, 
and generally fulfil the functions of a city 
corporation. The procedure will be 
duplicated on a smaller scale in the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire. 

One of the main faults in the Greater 
Dublin Bill is its failure to provide for a 
proper town-planning authority. We 
welcome the announcement that Mr. 
Mulcahy proposes “in the near future ”’ 
to introduce legislation in Dáil Eireann 
to fill this serious gap, Without a ‘town 
plan the whole idea of Greater Dublin 
must fail, Already the consequences of 
haphazard reconstruction can be seen 
within a few minutes’ tram ride from the 
centre of the city. Colonies of “' bijou ”’ 
dwellings have been allowed to grow up 
higgledy-piggledy on the outskirts of 
Dublin, without any apparent attempt to 
harmonise them with their surroundings 
or to make them conform to a general 
building plan. During the next ten or 
twenty years the movement away from 
the city is. likely to develop at a 
rapid rate. No city in Europe has 
lovelier surroundings than Dublin. By 
judicious town-plenning the growth of 
the city, which at present is ungainly 
and ugly, can be rendered gracious and 
beautiful; but no further time must be 
wasted. The Greater Dublin Bill pro- 
vides excellent machinery for administra- 
tion. It makes no provision for that 
natural development which a growing 
population and an improving system of 
road transport are hastening. We hope, ; 
therefore, that Mr. Mulcahy will have his

Indeed, the position 
in Alexandria is a direct consequence of 
Sidky Pasha’s attempt to establish sound 
administration in Egypt. The native 
Parliament, opened at the beginning of 
this year, contained an overwhelming 
majority of Wafdist representatives, whose 


guards for the Constitution drove King 
Fuad to close the parliamentary session 
some months ago. Egypt is perfectly 
free to manage her internal affairs 
as she pleases, but British action 
is needed when European “interests 
are involved. The Wafdists regard Great 
Britain’s influence as an impediment. to 
Egyptian nationality, and a period of 
civil disturbance is bound. to give them 
numerous opportunities to vent their 
rancour on. British lives and property. 
All the turmoil might have been prevented 
long ago by a plain hint from Britain 
that she would stand no nonsense, A 
Labour Government. cannot be 
expected to hinder the ‘‘ upward struggle 
of a people.” and European interests must 
suffer for the Socialist conscience. We do 
not know whether the two belated warships 
are a concession to the British people’s 
common-sense or to representations by 
foreign Governments, but we trust that 
the change of attitude which they seem 
to indicate will not be allowed to weaken.

Air Mails. 


The British Postmaster-General’s latest 
returns illustrate the steady. growth of 
mail trafic by air.. During the quarter 
ended June 30th—the first three months 
of the summer flying season—22,277 Ib. of 
letter air mail were carried from Great 
Britain. This figure represents an in- 
crease of 36 per cent. upon the air mail 
trafic for the corresponding period. of 
1929. The largest carryings to any one 
country were to India, for which the 
figures were 8,506 lb., as against 4,937 Ib. 
in the June quarter of 1929—an increase of 
72 per cent. Mails are despatched 


to the Continent of Europe; and during 
the last quarter some 2,400 lb. of letters 
were despatched for the internal air 
services of Australia and South Africa. A 
notable development is the increasing use 
of these aerial communications within the 
Empire. A year ago less than one-third 
of the total letter mail left England for 
places that acknowledge the British. flag; 
but in the past quarter the proportion was 
nearly one-half. The increased despatch 
of letters is being accompanied by 4 large 
growth of the aerial carriage of parcels. 
During the past quarter 43,263 Ib. of 
parcel air mail—an increase of 36 per 
cent.—were carried to various destinations 
in Europe. The total weight of letters and 
parcels despatched from England in the 
last three months was 29 tons, as com- 
pared with 214 tons for the corresponding 
quarter of 1929. We have no doubt that 
within the next decade this traffic will in- 
crease by leaps and bounds as new services 
are established, and as the public becomes 
familiar with their advantages. Such 
familiarity will be promoted by the air 
mail posting -boxes which have been 
erected in London. We are nearing the 
time when, as Cowper predicted, “: judges 
will fly the circuit and bishops their 
visitations,’

Then and Now. 
A passage which The Times reprints 


the abuses of the “rotten borough ” 
system. It is an extract from a speech, 
delivered at a meeting . of the 
Parliamentary Reform.

IN INDIA. . 
MODERATES TO SEE 
GANDHI. 


VICEROY’S REPLY TO 
THEIR REQUEST. . 


- 


From Revrter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
: SIMLA, Thursday. 
A request that he will allow them to 
interview Mr. Gandhi, “Pandit Motilal 
Nehru and» Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
privately in their prisons at the earliest 
opportunity, has been addressed to the 


‘Viceroy by Sir Tej] Bahadur Sapru and 


Mr. Jayakar. 

In the course of their letter they say :— 
“If we have read your Enxcellency’s 
speech aright, we think that while your 
Excellency and your Government feel com- 
pelled to resist the Civil, Disobedience 
movement, you are not Jess anxious to ex- 
plore every possibility of finding an 
agreed solution of the constitutianal 
problem. We need scarcely say that. we 
believe that with the cessation of the 
movement there will be no occasion for 
the continuance-on the part of the (ic vern- 
ment of the present policy: and. those 
emergency measures which have been 
passed hy the Government to implement 
that policy.”’ 

OBJECT OF INTERVIEW. 

Their object in seeking the interviews, 
they say, 1s to put their point of view 
before the three prisoners, and “‘ to urge 
them, in the interests of the country, to 
respond to our appeal to enable the big 
issué of constitutional advance being 
solved in a calm atmosphere.” They 
desire to make it plain that they do not 
profess to represent either the Government 
or any party in taking this step. 


VICEROY’S REPLY. 

The Viceroy’s reply, addressed to 
“Dear Mr. Jayakar ” and dated yester- 
day, reads as follows:—‘‘ I have received 
your letter of the 13th July, in which you 
and Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru state your 
desire to do all im your. power to bring 
about a return of peaceful conditions in 
the country, and ask for permission to 
approach Mr. Gandhi, Pandit Motilal 
Nehru and Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru with 
this object. I had occasion in my address 
to the Legislature on the 9th of July to 
define the attitude of myself and my 
Government both to the civil disobedience 
movement and to the constitutional issues. 

“We consider that the civil dis- 
obedience movement is doing . unmixed 
harm to the cause of India, and many im- 

rtant communities, classes and_ parties 
fold the same view. With their help, 
therefore, the. Government must continue 
to oppose it by all means in their power; 
but you rightly recognise that we are not 
less anxious to see the achievement of a 
solution of the constitutional problem by 
agreement among all the interests con- 


cerned, ) 
GOVERNMENT'S DESIRE. 

**It is evidently not possible for me 
to anticipate the proposal that will be 
made by the Government of India after 
they have had time to consider the 
Statutory Commission’s Report, or by the. 
Round-Table Conference, and still less 
the decisions of Parliament, but I made it. 
plain in my speech that it remains my 
earnest desire, as it is that of my Govern- 
ment, and T have no doubt also that of 
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Government hope that by the proposals 
they may promote closer co-operation 
among the nations and Governments of 
manne, and thus strengthen the safe- 
gua against another European war. 
With this pu: the British Govern- 
ment are in fullest sympathy. ' 


The British Government earnestly hope 


that the initiative of the French Govern- 
Eas bring about a better under- 
standing by the European peoples of the 
common interests which they share, and 
may thus lead both to greater mutual con- 
fidence and trust among their Governments; 
and to a diminution of the obstacles to 
international trade and economic co-opera- 
tion which now exist. 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS. 

The British: Government are also in 
agreement with the French Government 
in thinking that it is primarily in respect 
of economic relations that closer co-opera- 
tion between the nations of Europe is 
urgently to be desired. They further agree 


that, if effective economic co-operation and . 


concerted action are to be secured, it is. 
essential that economic questions should 
be considered, not one by one, but as a 
whole, and from the wider point view of 
the general interests involved. i 
Much can be done by political authoriti 
to promote a wider outlook on economic 
questions, and, in so far as political action 
is directed to that object, the British 
Government agree to the proposal: for an 
association of economic 


authorities. 
THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
In respect of the methods proposed by 


the French Government for the realisation’ 


of their purpose, the British Government 
are not confident that mature examination 
will-show that the establishment of new 
and independent international] institutions 
is either necessary or desirable. 
British Government have rightly under- 
stood the proposals contained in the 
Memorandum the French Government 
suggest the creation of a new European 
Conference and Executive Committee, and, 
perhaps, also of a new European 
Secretariat.

Government think it 
possible that exclusive and independent 
iropean union of the kind proposed 
might emphasise or create tendencies to 
inter-continental rivalries and hostilities, 
which it is important in the general in- 
terest to diminish and avoid, It is, in 
their view, essential that measures taken 
for closer European ¢o-operation should 
not. cause anxiety or resentment in. any 
other continent. Unless this object is 
kept continually im view the British 
Government are satisfied that even wider 
interests, both of Europe and the world 
may be seriously endangered, ; 
It will be: plain. to the French 
Government, that, in this connéction, 
there are special considerations, of whieh 
the British Government, as a member of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
must take ‘account, : 
SAME END BY OTHER MEANS. 
The British Government are inclined to 
believe that the purpose which the French 
Government have in view. can be 
effectively secured by so adapting the 
proposals put forward in the Memorandum 
as to bring thém fully within the frame- 
work of the League of Nations. The 
British Government are convinced it would 


be possible, perhaps by. establishing 


| European Committees of Assembly, of 


Council and of technical organisations of 
the League, or, perhaps, in other ways, 
to create whatever machinery is required 
for. promoting closer European co-opera- 
tion without incurring the risks and diffi- 
culties which a system of new and inde- 
pendent institutions might involve. 

Since the proptsals affect intimately not 
only the Governments of Europe, but the 
Governments of all members of: the 
League, the British Government hope that 
the. French Government may think it 
desirable that their Memorandum should 
be placed .upon agenda of the next 
Assembly.

TO-DAY'’S RACE. 


EVERYTHING IN ORDER. 
From Our REPORTER. ; 

This afternoon the first of the races for 
the Irish International Grand Prix will 
be rún ofí, and the guestion as to whether 
the Baby Austins will live up to the 
promise given by them during the practices 
will be decided. On their practice form 
thev certainly will take somé beating, and 
the bigger cars will have tó put up some 
extraordinary speeds to come home before 
them. It is to be noted that, while to- 
morrow’s race will be a battle between 
nations, to-day’s race will be between 


British cars, with only the, three official | 


Alfa Romeo cars as foreigr competitors. 

This means that out of the twenty-five 
cars that will run only three will be 
foreign. Mr. A. V. Wifkinson has with- 
drawn his Amilcar owing to spring and 
shock absorber trouble. The fact that the 
Alfa Romeos are being dfiven by three of 
the finest drivers—Boris Ivanoysky, Kaye 
Don and George E. T. Eyston—gives them 
a fair chance against the strong British 
competition. There are now two Lea 
Francis teams in the race: for Messrs. 
Dan. Higgin, J. F. Field and Major Heyn 
(W. Sullivan, driver) have formed them- 
selves into a team. The Aston Martin 
team have been doing very well in their 
practices, and they also are likely con- 
tenders for first places and cannot be 
ignored in a final review. 

| POSSIBLE SURPRISES. 

Of the four Rilevs in the race, there 
are two which may spring, a surprise: 
Yesterday morning during the practices 
Victor Gillow in his Riley put up the 
really fine speed for his cár of 72.4 miles 
an hour. C. R. Whitcroft, who has been 
having considerable trouble with his engine, 
turned out for the first time, and com- 
pleted the requisite five laps. 

To give an indication as to the probable 
winner, judging by ‘the practice times, 
would be to point im -favour of the Baby 
Austins. Gunnar Poppe is driving a super- 
charged Austin and Captam A. C. R.

model. 
TO-DAY IN THE PARK. 

To-day’s race begins at 2.30 n.m., Lut it 
would be advisable for all intending race- 
goers to make for the course in good time. 
After all, an hour or two of a wait is 
small as compared with a good view and 
comfortable position. If the weather is at 
all favourable, there will be big crowds at 
the Park this afternoon, though it is likely 
that. owing-to the Saturday half-holiday, 
there will be bigger crowds to-morrow. 
There are many people who have decided 
to wait for the big car race to-morrow, 
because they think that they ‘are likely to 
get the biggest thrills. That is not 
altogether correct; for the cars racing 
to-day. in voint of speed, are but very 
little behind their bigger brother-. 

Then they are easier cars to handle at 
the corners. and consequently they will 
take more chances at the corners and give 
the spectators more hair-raising thrills 
than the big cars could do. 

To cee the smaller cars taking the corners 
is a sight that should not be missed. 
Because of this easiness of control the 
drivers are more inclined to skid them 
around, and there can be no doubt that 
both the Mountjoy and Gough corners will 
witness some “' incidents.’’ 


THE ARRANGEMENTS ON THE 
COURSE. 

For those who intend to make their cars 
their grand stands it would be wise to be 
' at the course a couple of hours before the 
race begins in order to get thé good posi- 
tions. As the race will not be over until 
between 6.30 p.m. and 7 p.m., a good 
hamper may be useful. Refreshment 
tents will be available at all parts of the 
course. 

All the arrangements for the course have 
proved very satisfactory during-the prac- 
tices. At various points around the track 
medical and fire posts will be established. 
Each of the medical posts will have two 
doctors, with full equipment, in charge. 
In this respect the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade have given the Race Committee 
considerable assistance. 

The fire arrangements are under the 
control of Chief Fire Marshal J. A. Jones, 
who will be assisted by Captain Connolly, 
Dublin Brigade; Captain Hutson, Pem- 
broke Brigade, and Captain Whyte, Rath- 
mines Brigade. 

THE LOUD SPEAKERS. 

Elaborate arrangements have been made 
for broadcasting the progress of the race 
and any incidents connected with it. 
Opposite the grand stand there will be 
two big loud speakers, which can be heard 
for several hundred yards in either direc- 
tion. In addition, there are separate 
loud speakers erected at the Mountjoy 
and Gough corners, where also there will 
be miniature scoring boards. 

It will be interesting to see how the 
giant scoring board opposite the grand 
stand, which is of an altogether new type, 
will work. 
yesterday morning, and worked perfectly. 


THE PATROLS. 

The course will be patrolled by a corps 
of 400 stewards, who will be assisted by a 
special squad of traffic pointsmen from the 
Dublin Metropolitan Division of the Civic 
Guard, Mr. W. H. Freeman will be :n 
charge of the course marshals. There will 
be 27 flag marshals, 18 telephone marshals 
at the telephone booths around the course, 
18 zone marshals, and 24 score board 
marshals. Mr. 8. T. Robinson and Cap- 
tain Leister Smythe will be in charge of 
the pit marshals. 

It was announced yesterday evening that 
the Race Committee has accepted a cup, to 
be known as the Irene Cup, presented by 
Captain A. C. R. Waite, for the most 
meritorious performance by an Irish 
driver. The Royal Irish Automobile Club 
will also present a silver medal to. the 
driver of the winning car in each class. 

THE FINAL PRACTICES. 

Yesterday morning’s practices were 
again noteworthy because of the new lap 
“- record ” set up by Captain Malcolm 
Campbell when he lapped at 89.97 miles 
an hour, which is for all purposes equiva- 
lent to 90 miles an hour. It is officially 
stated that when passing the Grand Stand 
Captain Campbell had attained a speed 
of 124 to 125 miles an hour, and that 
before he reached the Mountjoy corner 
he had touched 130 miles an hour.

MERRION SQUARE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Ssr,—The announcement of thé actual sale 
by Lord Pembroke to the Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Dublin of his legal rights to the 
Merrion square grounds, as a, site for a 
cathedral, has come as a surprise, although 
sor. several vears there was a rumour that 
such a thing might be possible. I specially 
use the wor.s “legal rights,” as the public 
have rights of justice which do not belong 
to Lord Pembroke, It is to be presumed that 
the @rounds around the cathedral will be 
opened as a public park, and will meet a 
great want of the poor. It cannot be 
imagined that either Lord Pembroke -or the 
Archbishop would allow that, in. the: future, 
rows of houses could be legally built so as to 
turn the North, East and South sides of 
the present square into streets with houses 
on both sides; (or can it be imagined that 
the State, representing the public, would 
allow it. 

There are several difficulties to be con- 
sidered. One is, under whose authority 1s 
the public park, or cathedral square, to be 
placed? Who will pay to keep it up, and 
who will keep order in it? Will it be the 
Church authorities, or will it be the civil 
authorities? There may be other difficulties, 
such as the swamp foundation for such a 
building, a suitable style for such a low 
situation, and the necessity of an ornate ex- 
terior in such an open space. An exterior 
like that of the new Westminster Cathedral 
would be an abomination, and the cost ot 
one like Westminster Abbey would be pro- 
hibitive. 

The public have, fortunately, eight years, 
as the Archbishop tells us in his letter, ' to 
look around anda view the question of a 
cathedral from a new :tandpoint.’’—Yours, 
etc., JOHN SWEETMAN.
